Hon. E. W. M. Mackey, of Charleston,

clerk. Tho other officers were elected, and 
the senate waa informed that the house was 
duly organized. 


In reply to a question from a member, 


the speaker informed the house that there 
were sixty members present, and that it 
was a constitutional majority of all the 
members elected, as tho board of canvassers 
had declared that no valid election had oc- 
curred in Lauretta and Edgcfiold counties.: 
Consequently the full house now consisted 
of only 1KJ members, instead of 121. 


The senate organized at once, with Lieut. 


Gov. Cleaves in the chair, and every mem- 
ber present. Tho democrats took no active 
part in the business. 
The senators Irom 


Edgefieid and Laurens -were in their Beats, 
but wore not recognized nud did not vote. 
The senate elected 9. A. Swails, President 
nro tf.m. 
The Democrat* Stand Aloof and Pro- 


tost. 


The democratic members of the House, 


after gaining admission to the state housa, 
proceeded to the door of the House of Repre- 
lentatives with the delegation from Edge- 
field and Laurens at Ibeir best!, and demand- 
ed admission by tho certificates of election 
taken from the records of the 'Supreme 
court. 


Six soldiers were ranged on either side of 


tho approach to the door, with two officers 
in tho centre. The certificates of the Edge- 
field and Laurens delegates being presented, 
were decided invalid by the doorkeeporsj 
whereupon the entire body of Democrats 
withdrew. They assembled in front of the 
state house, from the steps of which a 
protest was rend, in the preaance of military 
and citizens.

Quiucj,tho meeting proceeded to the choice 
of thirteen Jdireetora for the ensuing year, 
and Dr. Duggan of Qnincy, Frank W. 
Andrews of Boston, Win. S. Danforth of 
Plymouth, Holder B. Durfeo of Fall Itiver, 
and Dr. Peter Pineo of Ilyaunis were ap- 
pointed ft committee to collect, assort and 
count votes. 


flou. Seth Turner, in behalf of tho Audit- 


ing committee, reported that thny had ex- 
amined tho accounts of tho Treasurer and 
found them to bo corrected. 


An auditing committee was chosen for the 


ensuing ye«r, consisting of Seth Turner of 
Randolph, W. It. Pierce of Middleboro' nnd 
Fred L. Amos of North Easton. 


Mr. Charles F. Ohoate called the attention 


of the stockholders to tho debt of the cor- 
poration, r.nd offered the following votn: 


Voted, that for the purpose of providing 


mesuH for tho payment of the bonds of this 
corporation maturing August l, 1877, and 
nojes payable of the corporation, the direct- 
ors are hereby authorized to issue bonds or 
obligations of the corporation to an amount 
not exceeding $2,000,000, bearing interest at 
ft rate not exceeding 7 per cent, per annum, 
payable semi-annually, and payable not more 
than twenty years from their date, the game 
to bo either registered or both, in such pro- 
portion as the dinootors may determine. 


And in lieu of any part of said bonds or 


obligations the directors may issue notes or 
certificates of debt of the corporation, paya- 
ble at periods more than twelve months from 
tbeir date, to such on amount as the directors 
.may deem judicious, provided that the whole 
amount of indebtedness incurred under this 
ynto ihall not exceed ^!_',000,OOU. 


Mr. Choate explained that it wns not the 


intention of tho directors to increase the 
debt of the company, but simply to change 
the character of the loan.

A CLOCK IN THE 
SKY AT 


ai&HT. 


There nro some old oliurchos iu England 


which havo clocks showing the time with 
only one hand—tho hour hand. I dare sny 
that it will scorn very Btrrmgo to active nud 
busy minds in America that such clocks as 
these Bhouiu sti!- continue m existence. A 
slumberous place it must be, truly, where 
mtra are content to know time by tho hour, 
and to lake no note of minutes. Or. if that 
is not really the way of it, still it must be a 
strangely backward world 
where 
such 


clocks, onco sufficient for their purpose, 
have not yet been 
replaced by time- 


measures better suited to active, business- 
like folks. When such clocks were more 
common, dud houseclocks and watches less 
used (nnd probably very seldom in order), it 
would havo boon useful to know what I am 
now going to toll you about n clock iu the 
sky, though at present tho knowledge will 
help rather to tench young folks the stars, 
than to show them how to learn ,tho tlmo 
from the stars; for the clock T have to de- 
scribe has only ono hnnd, and not only so, 
but that hand goes the wrong way round, 
jind only onco round in a day. 


Tho fiiat stop toward n knowledge of the 


stars ehould bo tho recognition of the polo- 
Htnr, becauHO the pole of the heavens being 
tho point round which all tho stars are 
seemingly carried, so soon as we know the 
stars around tho polo, wo have rt "center, so 
to spenk, from which wo can pass to other 
groups until we know , them all. Onoo 
known, tho pole-star can always bo found by 
tho learner, supposing ho observes tho 
hnjxvnnfl nlwavs from thn snmn Htntinn: for 
it Hos HlWftys)in tho snmo position (or nearly, 
HO that tho change can ficarcoly bo noticed). 
If. for example, you havo been once shown, 
or hftvo found out for yourself, that from a 
certain spot in your garden, or from a 
certain .window in your houso, tho po!e-stftr 
can bo Been just abovo n certain diimuoy or 
ireo, then nt any time, on any night whon 
tho sky is clear, if you botnko yourself to 
that spot, or look through thnt window, 
you will soo tho pole-Htar over its accustomed 
chimney or tree. It is there, indeed, fill the 
time, whothor tbo sky bo clear or cloudy, 
wholhor it bo day or night. Not only does 
A knowledge of tho pole-star give you a 
known contrnl point .whence to proceed to 
others, but it gives you tho monna of know- 
ing whore Ho tho cnrdiunl points round the 
horizon; for, of course, wlion you face tlio 
pole-Blur, tho north lion before you, tho 
south behind yon, Ibo cnst on your right, 
the west on your loft. 


Hut lo find tho polo-sUr, if. in well to 


begin with thft tlippor. Thin woll-marked 
group Include* two wlftrrt which ftro cnlliHl 


the "pointer::," bcctmse they point to tho 
pole-star. The dipper is so conspicuous and 
well-marked a group that it is easily learned 
and cannot easily bo forgotten. 
Although 


not very near tho pole, it is yet not so far 
from it as to range very widely over the 
heavens: nnd if you look townrd the north 
at any hour of any clear night, you will 
seldom require many seconds to i'md the 
familiar set of seven bright stars, though ftt 
one time it is high abov«; the pole, at 
another close lo tho horizon, now to the 
riqhb of the pole, and anou to the left. 
In 


England the dipper never -sets; in America 
it partly acts, but still can be recognized 
(except at stations in tho most southern 
states) even when partly below the horizon.

BOTTOM. 


Thoy were words of wisdom which Pro- 


fessor Stockbriilge uttered on tho occasion 
of the Hampshire Agricultural Society's 
annual dinner, on the "Present Outlook of 
Agriculture." 
In summing up, he said 


that farmers were chronic grumblers; in 
time of bounteous crops they grumble at 
the low prices, and .when prices are high 
they grnmblo nt tho scnnt crops. They 
grumble at droughts and insect pests, aud 
at their own blunders. Many of them seem 
to think that farming has played out. 
Played out ? Why,, it stands higher in the 
scale today than any other industry. The 
farmer is the safest man, financially, iu the 
country. 
Of 1112 bankrupts last year in 


Massachusetts, only fourteen were farmers, 
and in New York only forty-sis in a total of 
L'550 were formers yet the farming com- 
munity numbers full half the population. 
The people must live, and while the use of 
luiuries may bo diminished by hard times, 
there will always be a call for the produce of 
the farm. Not. till all oiber industries and 
occupations are played out, not till the sun 
censes to osert iis influence, in the change 
of seasons, in the invigorating rains, ami on 
plant and animal life, 'will farming havu 
played out. 
Farming has of course felt the 


general depression m business. But we 
have been iu a transition stnto, from infla- 
tion, and extravagance which all society has 
been inflicted with, to a condition of simple 
living,aud economical expenditure, nud a 
state of transition is always fluctuating and 
uncertfein. 
Tho le^on of tlm times and the 


outlook of tbo future is, that \ve are reach- 
ing bottom, aud that another spring will see 
agriculture on an ascending grade. 
Ken! es- 


tate will advance, and money will flow 
easier through its accustomed shannels.

CONSTITUENCY. 


Some ourious statistics have been gath- 


ered as to the results of the recent election 
Sud tbo Irmu6Dee5 uj Vvhiuh they huvo uOC'tl 
reached. From tables before us we observe 
,hat tho Tildeu states represent 
8;"iO,!_'.'i~ 


square miles of territory whilo the sfate.s for 
ETayes embrace l,2S8,7o() m<ikm,cj n halanco 
n favor of the republican cundiiliite of 
t;:S,49;i square miles. The Tilden .states 
hava a population of 10,764,29:!, and those 
for Hayes 13,391,21.1 being l,.17;!,07tf in 
favor of Tilden. Tho real and personal 
property of the states that support Tildeu 
amounts to $14,408,704,871, while (hat of 
the states that go f orj Hayes is $' ."J.H74,073,- 
">72, making a difference of more than nine 
hundred millions of dollars in favor of 
Hayes. The number of persons who can- 
not read in the Tildon states is 3,257,683 
and the number in tho Hayes states is 
1,180,820. Of those who cannot write there 
are in the Tilden states U,(;7.'V!11 and in 
the Hayes states 1,575,700. 


These figures may not be .very important 


but they nre curious and suggestive. They 
show tho drift of things as to party affilia- 
tions. 
It is a little singular that while the 


republicans have fought the battle for tho 
blacks and the democrats opposed their 
emancipation nearly al! the states whero a 
large negro vote is cast, go for Tilden and 
agaiust Hayes. The large cities aro uaually 
democratic and the country towns and • 
lagea republican, but them are exceptions 
to this rule as to all others. In looking the 
matter over we find good mon in each party, 
and good intiuencea and bad influences at 
work for party ends on either side. 
Each 


man can judge for himself us to tho pre- 
ponderance and whether or not it ought to 
have any influence in deciding and filing 
party relations.
